Is Scurriilty Independence.? 

A few days ago we had occasion, 
thoro has boon too frequent occasion, 
to aclmiuiHtor a gentle rebuke to a local 
print for publishing', -without n single 
word of comment, an article in -which 
the Hon. Col. Gray, the newly appotat- 
• ed Judge of British Columbia, was re- 
ferred to as "that notorious suclier." 
Yoaterday morning a painful attempt 
■was made- to wrigglo out of a falso and 
most kumiliating position by a self as- 
sertion of independence on its part and 
subserviency ou ours. Is scurrility in- 
dependence? If so, nobody will venture 
to question the claim of our local 
contemporary to the possession of 
that quality; for there are few of 
our public men, from the Go-vem- 
or downward, who have not at one time 
or another come in for a share of its 
abuso. But our contemporary is en- 
deavoring to throw dust in the eyes of 
the public in order to conceal the true 
isBue. The real question is not one of 
independence at all. It is simply this: 
Shall a stranger, appointed hy the Feder- 
al Government to a high position amongst 
us, bo met at the threshold with wan- 
ton nbuHo and libel in the local press? Col. 
Gray is no "sucker." Ho has done the 
State some service r.nd shiiulH high whore 
lie is best known. Was it" necessary then 
for onr contemporary to prove its inde- 
pendence by advertising the new Judge 
m a community where lie is a stranger, as 
"that notorious sucker "? Thoro must 
-have boon a motive for the publication of 
this low libel upon a Federal Officer now 
on his way to take an important position 
amongst us. What was that motive ? 
According to its loading article yesterday, 
our contemporary did it just to show its 
own independence. Independence of 
what? Of all those claims of justice, 
prosprioty, and common decency which 
are supposed to restrain the public jour- 
nalist from indulgence in licentiousness? 
Beferring to the larger question touched 
upon, our contemporary appears to think 
that a perusal of all the "Globe's" abuse 
of the public men of the Dominion is es- 
sential to a proper and intelligent uiider- 
stunding of the situation by the people 
of thiB Province. We would recommend 
our contemporary to enlarge its space and 
devote itself exclusively to a work it has 
bo ■well begun — the dissemination of Grit 
poison on the shores of the Pacific. For 
our own part wo cannot perceive any oc- 
casion for reproducing Grit slanders here, 
unloss occasionally in order to expose and 
contradict them.

London, Sept. 2C — RobertLowe visited 
Glasgow to-day and Toceived tho freedom 
of the city, in his speech returning thanks 
for the honor he alluded to tbo result of 
the Geneva Arbitration and expressed the 
opinion that the Americans had come out 
of the struggle very much irritated, but 
the English object was not to gain a legal 
triumph and they acted thereforo not as a 
litigant but as a friend. The money due 
would bo puid without a murmur or de- 
lay. 

Brussels, Sept. 20— King Leopold is 
suffering from a sprain which confines 
him to the Palace, 

London, Sept. 25. — A hurricane passed 
over Eastern Bengal on tho liOtkinst. , and 
did great damage in Loraigungo where 
the jute crop is almost entirely destroyed. 

Aberdeen, Scotland, and vicinity was 
visited by a terrible rain storm yesterday, 
tho railway station was submerged, streets 
Hooded and crops ruined.

Paius, Sept. 2G.— Gambetta in a speech 
at Alhertville in department of Upper Sa- 
vory last night demanded a dissolution of 
the National Assembly. 

London-, Sept. 27 — Mr, Lowe, Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, inn speech at Glas- 
gow last night severely condemned Sir 
Alexrnder Cockbum for not signing the 
award of damages iu the Alabama Claims 
and for publishing an argument which 
opens up tho question and revives ill 
feeling. Ho insisted that it is tbo duty of 
England to accept the award.

English, and the Heathen- 

CIIIUSTIANTTy's NEW DANGEH — SPEECH OF 
THE ABOHMSHOP OE OANTEHBUHY AT CAH- 

The Primate of England spoko at 
Carlislo, England, recohtly. at a meet- 
ing in behalf of tho Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel, and in the 
couido of his remarks said: "It is now 
almost easier to go to a distant hoathen 
land than it was in the days of our 
"•rand fathers to travel from Carlisle to 
London. The whole world has been 
brought wonderfully near. In old 
times if you wished to stir up men's 
zeal for "tho missionary cause — know- 
ing that the sight was far nioro power- 
ful than that wo merely hear of — it 
might be necessary to sond thorn to 
distant lands thatthoy might see speci- 
mens of fie hoathen. But now take n 
return ticket to London in tho middle 
of the season; go eitherto Her Majesty's 
levee or tho Lord Mayor's banquet, or 
walk even through the strcots, and 
what do }-ou see? A cavalcade of some 
six carriages, bearing tho Burmese am- 
bassadors—absolute heathen, who have 
come to do their homage to the great- 
ness of England in the center of Eng- 
land. Go to the Temple where tho 
familiar Bight of our barristers with 
their peculiar costume used formerly to 
bo tho only thing wo saw, and wo find 
some sixty Hindoo members of the 
Temple or Lincoln's Inn, still remain- 
ing Hindoos and heathen in the center 
of England civilization. Go, again, 
to another quarter of the city— to the 
East-end of London — to what is called 
the Oriental Homo, whero every speci- 
men of tho heathen of the East is 
gathered tOgeather in consequence of 
our merchandise with the East, living 
here for months, mixing with our people 
or follow Dickens into the Chinaman's 
shop, and see there men smoking opium 
as if they were inthe centre of China; or 
go elsewhere and meet a whole troupe of 
Japanese, and you will soo that a man 
no more requires to go to the extrem- 
ities of the earth to be convinced of tho 
claims the heathen hnvo upon us, and 
that in our own metropolis Wo are 
broughtso near heathenism of the worst 
■class that unless we tako some steps, 
instead of converting tho hen- 
then, tho heathen will bo con- 
verting us. For this is not an 
imaginary idea,. I am almost 
afraid to say it, but I cannot help think- 
ing that this great proximity of tho 
East to ourselves has somehow or other 
infected the philosophy on which the 
young men fed in our great seminaries 
of learning, and that men of learning, 
from rubbing shoulders with men who 
altogether disbelieve in Christianity, 
have more toleration for that denial that 
they had in the olden times; and that 
systems which have existed for cent- 
uries in the extreme land of heathen- 
ism are finding some sort of echo even 
among the literature and philosophy of 
this Christian country. I say, then, 
we are forced by what we see around 
us — by the proximity into which we are 
brought with heathen tribes, to exert 
oursevles. "We were told as a shock- 
ing thing gin Cape Colony, some 
time ago that the influx of Mc- 
homedans in was making inroads 
by making converts from Chris- 
tianity into Mnhoni mcdanism. It would 
be far worse if the influx of heathens 
into England and into London were to 
make some converts among ourselves. 
Therefore! think we are bound now, 
far more then over we were before, to 
exert ourselves in this great work, which 
this and the sister society have under- 
taken now for many years."

" Leaven havo their times to fall, 
And flowers to wither at the north wind's breath, 

And afar* to act— but all 
Thou hast all seasons for thine own, O Death!" 

The City of the Dead has received of 
late several additions to the chaste and 
boautiful monuments which adorn it. 
Amongst those most worthy of noto is tho 
imposing memorial sculptured by Foster, 
for Capt.Pritchard, under tho direction of 
Mr. Trounce, Architect, and placed over 
tho remains of Mrs. Pritohard. Aw a 
work of art this monument excels any- 
thing before produced in the Province. 
Nothing approaching it in elegance of do- 
sign and execution or cost has been seen 
Lore. A most critical examination fails 
to detect tho slightest ilaw or blemish. 
The panels are of white Italian marble; 
but tho memorial is of Salt Spring Island 
Btono. The wreaths of immortelles are 
exquisitely carved and very natural. 

Near this monument may bo seen a slab 
of freestone erected to tho memory of the 
lato James Orr. It records the deceased's 
name-, birthplace and age, and bears tho 
Masonic aud Odd Fellows' emblems, and 
representations of a Tiger lire hat and a 
foreman's trumpet. Over the inscription, 
in a scroll or ribbon, are these words: 

""Prosidout of the St. Andrews and Cale- 
donian Society, 1871." Next to this is a 
hondsomo freestone monument erected by 
British Columbia Lodge, F. & A. M., to 
tho memory of James Phillips; and not 
far off the Odd Fellows have erected f 
boautiful stone in memory of John Tit- 
combe, tho deceased pilot. Tho tombs 

. of the lato James Murray Roid and J. W. 
Trah ey are very handsome; and the heavy 
granite Baft over the remains of Abnor 
Hunt Francis is ono of tho most cliasto 
and beautiful in tho Cemetery. 

In a littlo timo the cemetery will bo 
closed to interments; but it will always 
be competent for the friends of those who 

• have been laid away there to adorn and 
beautify thoir last earthly homo. Under 
any and every circumstance of growth 
and change this cemetery should be held 
sacred forever. All that the early pio- 
neers of the Province claim is a resting- 
place where they may lie undisturbed 
until "the last trump Bhall sound." And 
lot us enjoin upon posterity the solemn 
duty of recognizing that claim. A ramble 
through the Cemetery is always sad yet 
instructive. On every side tine, reads the 
names of men and women whom ho has mot 
iu the full flush of health and strength 
but a few short months or years ago— pur- 
suing their various avocations, or, per- 
chance, "chasing tho glowing hours with 

Sing feet." Now, alas! {how still they 
!— Yet 

"Fond memory to her duty true, 
Banna back their faded forma to view;— 
How lifelike thro' the mist of years, 
Each woll-remembor'd fact- appears I" 

FtTNERAL 07 THE LATE Mil. FOLTON. 

Tho funeral of the lato Mr. Thomas Ful- 
ton took place ou Friday last from the re- 
fiidence of Mr. Helgesson, Metehosin. It 
was largely attended by the inhabitants of 
the District and by quite a number of his 
old Victoria friends, who wero present to 
pav their last tribute of respect to ono 
who during his lifetime was justly hold 
in the greatest esteem by all who knew 
him.
